Purpose of this memorandum is -bo delete from ouY. defense 
planning the programs for "stay behind " notification of employee 
family care program 3 and stay behind staffing of the Bureau . ^ %s/k> 

/ new concept propounded by Office of Civil and Be fen s e 
Mobilisation (OCDM) provides that during increased international tensions 
"Mobilisation Plan C" could be put into effect under which we would 
send ten employees from- the Bureau to our relocation site. Con~ 
ceivably, as tensions increasedjwe would send additional personnel . 

Under imminent attack condi tions } "Mobilisation Plan D Minus" would 
go into effect 3 and we would relocate all personnel scheduled for duty 
to our site (320) who are to be prepared to stay there for at least 
30 days. Under Plan D Minus the Washington Metropolitan Area vjould be 
evacuated and no one would remain on duty at the Bureau . 


Previously 3 we provided for two surges under which we were to 
send down employees in a first surge and supplement them in a second 
surge 24 to 48 hours later. Also 3 we provided a squad system of 
notification for those employees not going to the site to pass out 
instructions and as a reservoir to secure additional employees. Also } 
we have certain employees designated to take care of families of 
employees who would be working at the site. Provision also was made 
for certain employees to stay '.behind to staff Bureau Headquarters .

The purpose- op thtsr memorandum is ~~bo recommend the v 
discontinuance of car pools for relocation of Bureau personnel to K 
relocation site (R/S) during nonworking hours, 

Our present planning provides for the relocation of (J 
approximately 300 people. Collection, and transportation of personnel 
during nonworking hours is provided for on a divisional basis by a 
car-pool system. There is a substantial administrative burden in 
organising and maintaining in a current status designation of drivers, 
car-pool members, and alternates because of revisions necessitated by 
almost daily changes in addresses, telephone numbers, work assignments , 
resignations , etc. Geographic distfi.biltion of personnel poses an 
additional problem. For example, the Domestic Intelligence Division 
has 32 relocatees who reside in the south east section of 7/ashington, 
only one of whom has an automobile available for relocation. 

The car-pool system was originally conceived under the 
World War II concept of bombardment, ample warning time, and no mass 
evacuation of metropolitan areas. The "nuclear missile concept" of 
war and assumptions of extremely short warning time, total obliteration 
of large areas and evacuation of metropolitan areas makes car-pool 
planning impractical. 

The new concept in Government relocation propounded by 
Office of Civil and Defense Mobilisation provides that during increased 
international tensions, "Mobilisation Plan C" would be put into feet 
under vihich we would send 10 employees to our R/S. As tensions 
increased, we could send additional personnel .. Under this system \ 
car pools can not be predetermined and there would be time to make suifcMd. 
transportation arrangements as additional personnel are ordered to 
relocate. / , -r»

Under imminent attack conditions, "Mobilisation Plan D Minus" 
would go into effect and we would relocate all personnel scheduled 
for duty to our site (300 ), Under Plan D Minus, the Washington 
metropolitan area would be evacuated and car pools could not effectively 
accomplish their mission because of key evacuation route MetsHsrictions 
making^ it impossible in most instances for drivers to pick up other 
individuals.

Relative to the status of the Bureau’s Relocation Site 2X^4/ 
from the standpoint of protection against blast and/ 


fallout subsequent to a nuclear detonation, the following is set forth: 

Initially, in connection with Operation Alert exercises, from 
a study of the mock: attacks and prevailing winds, the Laboratory con- 
sidered the protection which would be available to our site and these 
studies concluded that our site would have escaped damage and was con- 
sidered comparatively safe. 

Office of Civil and Defense Mobilization (OCDM) in 1959 reviewed 
the relocation sites of Federal agencies in the area, submitted its recom- 
mendations which were approved by the Cabinet at a Cabinet Meeting, and 
it was determined that there are 17 major sites that would be needed to 
house all essential agencies. As a result of this study, it was deter- 
mined that to afford the FBI a site protected from blast and fallout 
an underground facility would be required at an estimated cost of approxi- 
mately $770,000. At that time the Director noted that OCDM and General 
Services Administration CGSA) would have to get the money for this program 
as the Director did not intend to allow the FBI to be used as a lever for 
it. GSA has been attempting to get the money from Congress but at the 
present time the program is stalemated with very lit tie.’, likelihood the 
money will be forthcoming this year. It is noted that of the 17 sites 
considered necessary, only 4 of them are in the protected . ftatennrv — thp^e

Hoegh advised he would be only too happy to designate space for the 
Director at OGDM's Classified Location. At this time the Director* s 
appreciation was expressed for the offer and the Director* s desire to be 
with his associates at the Bureau* s Relocation Site to direct FBI acti- 
vities was pointed out to Governor Hoegh. — . 

Concerning movement of our employees to relocation sites 
during duty hours , they will move to our site only upon instructions; 
and during non-duty hours only upon authentication of an actual attack or 
as a result of notification by us. This, of course, permits us, based 
upon intelligence, to do what is best for the country, the FBI, and the 
employee. Under a directive issued by Governor Hoegh, employees in the 
Executive Branch of the Government scheduled for emergency duty at the 
four protected sites are required, when the "take cover" signal sounds 
on sirens, to immediately leave any shelter and attempt to reach their 
protected sites. All other Government personnel would take cover in 
their respective Government buildings. Hoegh *s order caused considerable 
consternation since it obviously would expose personnel en route to pro- 
tected sites to the attack and the immediate consequences thereof. We 
recognized this, discussed it with OCDM, and with regard to the 5 
Liaison Agents scheduled for duty at these sites succeeded in having OCDM 
amend the instruction to us so that these Agents would first check with 
the Bureau before moving out. Several Government agencies, including the 
Department, have indicated they do not intend to comply with this order 
and to date the Department has not issued instructions to its personnel. 

All o f our pers onnel scheduled for emergency duty, time permitting, will 
go to | | which is recognized by OCDM and the White House as being 

outsiae any assumed target area. 

The question of rendering our site completely safe from blast 
and fallout effects as of this time depends upon completion of the OGDM- 
GSA program to obtain the money for such construction for our site and 
the 13 other sites under the program. Unless we want to spend in the 
neighborhood of $770,000, ourselves, we will have to wait for OCDM-GSA 
to realize success under their program. 

We know we can operate at with the space and equipment 

available. Any acceptance of space at - OCDlPs Classified Location would 
not only cut the size of our emergency staff, but would subordinate the 
FBI to 0CDM*s desires. It was learned during Operation Alert I960 that 
agencies having space at 0CDM*s Classified Location encountered considerable 
difficulty in having their communications sent to field establishments 
since OCDM gave its own messages priority.

Mr. Belmont, in a memorandum dated June. 3, 1960, captioned as above, 
recommended that I contact the Bureau of the Budget to get two large rooms for work- 
ing space presently allocated to the Budget Bureau and thereafter Mr. Belmont would 
contact Governor Hoegh to get a bedroom for the Director’s use. The Director 
approved my contacting the Bureau of the Budget, it being noted that the Bureau of the 
Budget has seven 16’ by 40’ rooms allocated to them in addition to an executive suite 
at the OCDM classified relocation center. 


I spoke to Joe Eigenmann this morning and he told me that it would be 
useless to initiate a request for Bureau of the Budget space at the OCDM relocation 
center. He said there is an intense behind-the-scenes struggle as to who runs the 
Government when the emergency occurs. The Bureau of the Budget is of the opinion 
that the Executive Office of the President should run the Government when the emergency 
[occurs. Governor Hoegh, under existing legislation, apparently will be the Acting/^ I 
President and apparently OCDM feels that they should run the show when the emergency 
occurs. 

Eigenmann said that Wilbur Ziehl, Administrative Assistant to the * 

Director of the Bureau, of the Budget, would be the proper official to contact to request 
the Budget Bureau to give up two rooms. Eigenmann said he thought we would be 
wasting our time in trying to get these rooms and he knows as a matter of fact that 
the Bureau of the Budget will buck any effort on the part of anyone to get any of its 
space but the final analysis in allocation of any of the space there would have to come 
from Governor Hoegh of OCDM. I got the impression from talking to Eigenmann that 
the Bureau of the Budget might be annoyed if any effort would be made to take any space 
away from them because apparently the Bureau of the Budget expects to take all of 
their employees to the relocation site when the emergency occurs.

Within the past few months, th^Bureau * s defense planning has 
undergone considerable revision, in order to conform to the nuclear; jJ|»j 
missile concept of warfare promulgated by the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization (OCDM) .

The military branches 
concur in this anticipated warning period, and also theorize that if 


more than 15 minutes warning is available it means there will be / ^ 

advance indication of attack, permitting greater time for evacuation. 




According to the office of the Secretary of Defense, it is 

I no longer planned to evacuate the city of Y/ashington in the event 
of warning of attack. It is felt it would not be possible to evacuate 
the city prior to the actual attack, in view of the 15-minute anti- 
cipated warning period. Rather, a take cover warning will be sounded, 

I which requires all persons to go to shelter areas, rather than to 
evacuate. This means that if there is time for any type of evacuation, 
the streets will be clear, and it will be possible for the Director 
to be evacuated by automobile, which is the most reliable means of 
transportation . 


At the present time, then, the Director and key officials 
will be evacuated by automobile in the event (1) the President orders 
evacuation in advance of any attack; or (2) there is sufficient time 
to get out of the city by automobile.

On 10-12-60. James Canavan, Justice Department Defense Plans 
Coordinator, telephonically advised Supervisor Mooney, Defense Plans 
Unit, that one of the Department attorneys assigned to the OCDM Classified 
Location had advised him that part of the Attorney General* s space had 
apparently been given to the FBI since the name plate on the door bears 
I the initials ,, FBI. , ' Canavan advised that he was not aware that 
Governor Hoegh, Director, OCDM, had advised the Department officially 
of the reallocation of tne space. Canavan was advised that Governor 
Hoegh had assigned one bedroom and one workroom to the FBI on a 
temporary emergency basis and that following an OCDM realignment of 
space, tne FBI would be assigned permanent space at the Classified 
Location. _ - < 

By memorandum Belmont to Parsons, 6-9-60, results of a 
discussion with Governor Hoegh concerning the FBI need for space at 
the QCDM Classified Location were set forth. The request was based 
on the fact the President and the Attorney General would want the 
Director at the OCDM site in an emergency. Governor Hoegh explained 
that space was critical at that time* that a realignment was being made, 
and that the FBI would subsequently be assigned permanent space. In 
the meantime, the Governor assigned to the Director a bedroom previously 
held by the Justice Department with adequate space for two persons, and 
a workroom assigned to the Bureau of the Budget. The workroom will 
accommodate 10 persons in addition to the Director and Mr. Tolson* 

Since the OCDM site will operate on a 24-hour basis, sleeping accommo« 
dations for 20 persons at the site have been secured. 

Governor Hoegh was advised the FBI did not wish to be in ' the 
position of taking space from the Attorney General, but Hoegh said the 
allocation of space was his responsibility and that he would notify the 
Justice Department and the Bureau of the Budget. By letter dated o?9-60 
to the Director, Hoegh confirmed arrangements set forth above and 
advised the allocation of space was a temporary emergency measure.
